Description: ff. 14 - Bound, s. XVIII, in blue morocco, gold tooled, with the Rawlinson crest stamped in gold on the front 
and back covers; see J. B. Oldham, Shrewsbury School Library Bindings (Oxford 1943) 104-05, tools 289-98. - Written in 
England in 1447 by Ricardus Franciscus. Apparently belonged to Thomas Rawlinson (1681-1725) for whom the volume was 
bound; his collection sold in 16 sales between 1721-1734. In 1876 sold by Quaritch to Henry Huth (1815-78); The Huth 
Library: a Catalogue of the Printed Books, Manuscripts, Autograph Letters, and Engravings Collected by Henry Huth (London 
1880) 3:862-63. The collection passed to his son Alfred H. Huth (1850-1910); Huth sale, Sotheby's, 7 July 1914, pt. IV, n. 
4442 with plate of f. 2v to Quaritch. Precise source and date of acquisition by Henry E. Huntington unknown. - C. W.

Figurative Decoration: Two historiated initials, ff. 2v (12-line) and 10v (7-line), depicting respectively Bishop Roger Niger 
and Archbishop William Courtenay, each with 2 monks. On f. 2v, the initial stems enclosing blue and pink elongated and 
twisted acanthus leaves shaded in self-color; both initials with foliage sprays from extended leaves in blue, green, pink 
and gold. 

Other Decoration: On f. 11v, 8-line particolored initial with foliage spray. 2-line initials in gold on white-patterned 
blue/maroon grounds with sprays of green lobes and gold motifs, at the table of contents, the chapters of the first 
statute and the texts on f. 13r-v. Chapters of the first statute numbered in red arabic numerals in the outer margin.
